Six (r) Applications from Actual Users 
months will be entertained ad hoc 
against a ceiling by the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports, 
Bombay only. Licences may 
be granted to the following 
categories:— 

(a) The three Art Silk Mills 
Associations at Bombay, 
Amritsar and Calcutta. 

(b) Mills manufacturing arti¬ 
ficial silk cloth, who are not 
members of the above 
Associations. 

fr) .Small units having power- 
looms and/or handlooms will 
fall under this heading. This 
will also include those 
powerloom units which do 
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not fall under the category of 
Mills as defined in the Trade 
Notice No. 166, dated the 
28th July, 1956, issued by 
the Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, 
Bombay. Applications from 
these units should be made 
through their Cooperative 
Societies or Associations 
which should be able to give 
an undertaking to the licen¬ 
sing authority that they will 
make the imported goods 
available direct to these units 
Such applications should be 
submitted through the Re¬ 
gistrar of Cooperative So¬ 
cieties of the State concerned. 
If, however, their Societies or 
Associations are not regis¬ 
tered with the Registrar of 
Cooperative So< ietics, the 
application miw be submitted 
with a certificate from the 
Director of Industries con¬ 
cerned. Certificates re¬ 
garding working loomage in 
respect of powerloom units, 
wilt also be accepted from the 
Textile Commissioner, 

where necessary.

( e ) Actual Users’ applications 
from doubling milts may also- 
be considered ad hi c. In 
the case of such of the doub¬ 
ling mills who have made 
applications in other cate¬ 
gories also, licences will be 
granted on an ad hoc basis 
in consultation with the 
Textile Commissioner, 
Bombay. 

Actual Users’ applies' 
tions from Silk Throwing 
fractories working on mech¬ 
anically driven doubling 
frames suitable for the doub¬ 
ling of art silk yam may be 
considered ad hoc in consul¬ 
tation with the Textile Com¬ 
missioner provided the Dir¬ 
ector of Industries of the 
State concerned duly certi¬ 
fies the same and the factory 
has been consistently doub¬ 
ling art silk yarn in the past.

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(2) Licences will be subject to 
the following conditions:— 

(a) Licences will not be valid for 
import of:— 4 

(j) Double yarn. 

fill Fourth quality yam. 

(in) Yam of demers between 
ioi to H9, 121 to *49 
and ift to 160, all in¬ 
clusive. 

(i„) Art Silk thread. 

(h) Upto 50% of the face velur 
of licences can be utilised for 
import of 130 and 150 de- 
niers bright viscose rayon 
yarn. 

(c ) Upto 2;% of the face value 
of licences can be utilised for 
import of 120 and 150 de- 
niers Acetate rayon yarn 
(both dull and bright). 

(d) Licence holders will not be 
permitted to utilise more 
than 10% of the face value 
of their licences for import 
of 120 deniers art silk yarn 
in bright finish. These re¬ 
strictions will apply to all 
types of yarn excluding Ace¬ 
tate, Cupprammonium and 
other non-viscose yarn of 120 
deniers. For Acetate yarn 
of these deniers sec remark 
(c) above. 

Noth:—T hese restrict on 
apply only to yarn of 
bright finish and not to 
dull finish. 

(f) Licences will not be valid 
for import of staple fibre- 
yarn. 

(/) Licences may be validated 
for staple fibre yarn of 80 
counts and above on an ad 
hoc basis in consultation with 
the Textile Commissioner. 

(3) Normally A.U. licences will 
be valid only for import of art 
silk yarn. Requests for im¬ 
port of synthetic yarn against 
these licences can be consi¬ 
dered only on an ad hoc basis 
in consultation with the Textile 
Commissioner. Such per¬ 
mission will not, however, be 
granted for a value higher than 
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25 % of their licences for the 
current licensing period. Such 
permission will be granted only 
to those mills who have used 
such yarns in the past or have 
installed special equipment for 
such synthetic yarns. 

(4) Licences may also be granted 
under Export Promotion 
Scheme. 

(3) Quota licences will be issued 
subject to the following 
additional restrictions:— 

(a) The established importers 
should notify to the Textile 
Commissioner, Bombay, the 
actual imports of art silk 
yam effected by them against 
their quota licences granted 
to them during April-Sep 
tember, 1959 period. 

(b) Sales of art silk yarn im' 
ported against quota licences 
can be effected only on the 
directions of the Textile 
Commissioner, Bombay and 
at prices not exceeding those 
to be specified by that 
authority. 

3. The last date for submission of applications both by Actual Users and Established 
Importers vrill be 7th August, 1939.
